CALCUTTA. Aug. 20—Report* 
of mob slaughter in the Bengal 
village of Bhow anipur. where 150 
screaming men, women and child­ 
ren were burned 
alive, reached 
Calcutta today as at least 3 000 
dead were counted in four days of 
rioting between Hindus and Mos­ 
lems. 
(An exchange telegraph diapatch 
from Calcutta estimated 4,000 dead 
and 24 OOO injured.) 
Hunger and the fear of police 
and military action appeared to 
have halted the fighting for the 
present. 
The Bhow anipur reports did not 
make clear who was responsible 
for the massacre there, but it was 
described as a 
Bengal "Lidice.” 
Mobs armed w ith swords and guns 
reportedly picked up 150 persona 
who were trying to escape a mon­ 
strous bonfire—and threw them 
back Into the flames. 
Sacred cows were slaughtered 
during the height of the rioting 
in some areas. Later they were 
dragged through Hindu temples to 
indicate Moslem contempt for Hin­ 
du religious rites.

"We j 
must make up our minds to apply 
community organization techniques I 
to state affairs as they are now 
being applied to local problems in I 
many 
communities. 
Community 
organization is a fairly new term 
now used to describe the process 
of matching resources with needs. 
It does not mean simply totaling 
up what everybody ought to have 
and then reaching .nto the public 
treasury for the necessary money. I 
It is, in fact, the truly American 
truly 
democratic, 
approach 
to 
problems. It involves the study of 
needs and general .igrecment on 
methods for meeting these ne^ds " 
Mr, Rine spok* of the reorga­ 
nization during the past year of 
the Ohio Institute w'hlch had been 
active for more than 30 years in 
the field of soda! welfare research 
in Ohio. Tender the new name, the 
Ohio Welfare Council, machinery is 
provided for state-wide planning 
and action on welfare problems. 
Mr Ririe stated that more than 
30 different proposals hsve already 
been received from local communa j 
ties for legislative and administra­ 
tive changes to improve state and 
local w e lf a r e «erv{ees. These pro-,

A Germ Infection Resulting 
From Generally Poor Health

BOILS are due to an infection, 
usually with a germ known aa 
staphylococcus aureus, but why 
boils should plague tome people 
and leave others alone is a still un­ 
answered question. 
It would, however, be logical ta 
seek the answer in some factor 
which might make the afflicted in­ 
dividual overly susceptible to in­ 
fection. 
Thus Dr. R. J. McNeill 
Love of England thinks that the 
development of boils may result 
from generally poor health, over­ 
work and fatigue, 
He thinks that'such things ss 
too little food, the abuse of alco­ 
holic beverages, and th* lack of 
fresh sir and exercise may be con­ 
tributing factors. Other suggested 
causes ara chronic kidney disease, 
lack of enough protein in the blood 
or the presence of an excessive 
amount of sugar in the blood. 
Hair Reel Infection 
A boil is an infection nround the 
root of a hair or in one of the fat 
glands in the skin. It starts aa a 
small red swelling which gradual­ 
ly becomes larger and more pain­ 
ful. 
A fter two or three days, the 
center becomes soft and a white 
top develops. This top breaks open 
and 
infected 
material 
ii dis­ 
charged. Then, in the majority of 
cases the condition gradually sub­ 
sides. 


Boils may occur in special lo­ 
cations such as at the root of an 
eyelash. In such eases they are 
exiled sties. 
^ 
Boils in the outer ear canal ara ^ 
extremely painful because the skin 
is attached to the underlying carti­ 
lage and the swelling caused by 
the infection puts a great deal of 
pressure on the tissues. 
Dangerous Complications 


There are certain complication* 
of boils which are more dangerous 
than the boil itself. These include 
an inflammation of the akin known 
as cellulitis, inflammation of the m 
lymph glands called adenitis and 9 
th* development of a number of 
secondary boils duo to infection of 
nearby hair roots or fat glands. 
In th* prevention of boils, tbs 
general health should bs built up. 
Vaccines sometimes may be help­ 
ful. When a boil first starts. X-ray 
treatment* may bring it to a head 
more quickly, or caus* it to disap­ 
pear without ever coming to a 
head. 
I t Jias been suggested that in JA 
those who have boils fre q u e n tly ,^ 
the use of penicillin may be found 
advantageous. 
Ultra-violet ray 
treatm ents also may be helpful as 
a preventive measure. 
Certainly, boils ara so painful, 
annoying and disfiguring thbt no 
effort, either to clear them up or to 
E 
revent their recurrence, should 
e spared.
